1. General Description: Samsu-A>, located at DA 180715 in Sanaa -am . Yanacana- 
asr was tbs seat or the township office of F^asu-aiy^n, Sea, ju -gun and was 
called S^ngnae-ri prior to the administrative reorganization in NK. Ap- 
proximately 80 percent of the total area of S ecu -gun v&s in the deep 
ins where there were practically no paddy fields. Ch'^ngsu-rl, 

for instance, vas covered with forest?, except a nwr^OXI-HUM 


strip of level ground on both sides of a st?e a that was flowing towards 
Baagp'ypng-ni (DA 162793), Samsu-gun. The staple farm crop in Samsu-gun was 
the potato which was produced In plenty in 1058. r ~ ~ 


The farmers 

in samsu-gun also began to grow flax and hops (which becamj the raw material 
for the manufacture of sulphur) since 1957 in full swing according to the 
encouragsment of the UK Government which purchased flax and hop blossoms ,- nY1 
(these blossoms were used as raw material of sulphur), and potatoes from 5UA1 ' HUM 
the farmers in exchange for rice. The cultural and educational standard 
of the inhabitants in Samsu-gun vas much lover than that in other parts 
of NK. It* vat spring in 1958 when electricity was first introduced to 
Semsu-j(p which aeons it vas the last seat of a county office to see the 
electric lights, and in Gh’jjngsu-rl, there was not a single soul who 
possessed a radio. However, the inhabitants conquered all superstitious 
beliefs, and the laborers called each other as elder brother or younger 50X1 -HUM 
brother according to seniority in age which was one of the local features 
in that area. [ 


they made some Illegal sales of their farm crops nmnng thaiselves, selling 
one small aal of rice at 100 W$a. Some of the inhabitants were recruited 
as laborers and were sent to the Soviet Union (very probably Siberia) follow- 
ing the Liberation, and five farmers from Ch^ngsu-ri Joined this 
party of laborers to cut trees for two years. In the spring of 1956 too, 
there vas a recruitment of tree cutters going to the Soviet Union, 50X1 -HUM 

one of the tree cutters at t he Ch’^ngsu Work Station, Samsu Forestry Station, 

responded to the call. I I 


laborers wore forbidden to take their families with them, msd they were 
expected to work three years in the Soviet Union. As coal mines or any 
other mines were not exploited in Samsu-gun, a campaign fox* the collection 
of mineral rocks was conducted throughout the county in 1957-1958, and 
grotesque rocks were picked up by people from the workshops*, schools, and 
villages as competitive units. In the spring of 1958, a gsjological 50X1 Hl JM 
survey party, which consisted of a Soviet engineer and two Koreans 
explored the mountains In Ch^nasu-rl ~ 


The i&mbers of the party 
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cxamiMd the rocks which had been gathered by the villagers. But perhaps, 
these rocks were found of no value, because by the end of 1958, the mineral 
rock collection campaign vas discontinued. She three principal industries 
la Saasu-am were 1) Ihe Samsu Forestry Station with four tree cutting work 
stations (see separate report): 2) the flax mill (small scale), one kilometer 
to tile vest of Smssu-^p, and 3) the Tongsu Livestock Farm in 3bngsu-ri, 
Sameu-@in. She flax mill was a branch of the Pukch'^ng Flax Mill, and it 
was run by approximately 100 employees, mostly females, reeling thread 
of flax grown in Samsu- gan and sen di ng it to PukcWne

Ik) Saasu Branch of the Central Bank: Sise and structure unknown. 

15) Saasu-gun Ccsggunieationa Department: One-story wooden structure with 
board roof and liras coated aud walls. 

16 ) Motion Picture Theater: One-story wooden structure, equipped with wooden 
benches, accomodating 150 people; Admission: 30 

17) Wooden Bridge: 5 actors wide. 

18) Choil-atim (Gate of the Morning Sun): Old type structure with tile 

roof and four supporting poles, no walls. 
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
